CROPS AND WEATHER OVER 


COTTON BELT ARE REPORTED 
AS BEING SLIGHTLY IMPROVED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 


Crop and weather conditions for 
the week-end yesterday as summar- 
ized by the department of agricul- 
ture indicates that in the more 
eastern states of the cotton belt, es- 
pecially in the Carolinas consider- 
able recovery from the effects of 
recent storms was reported in plac- 
es, although some lowlands were 
still too wet and It was rather cool 
In the northern districts. In Geor- 
gia, further rains were unfavor- 
able. Elsewhere the weather was 
favorable although openeing was re- 
tarded in the month by low tem- 
peratures and there is much spoil- 
ed staple, with continued reports of 
bolls rotting in the south. In the 


central states of the belt much sun- 
shine promoted rapjtd opening of 
bolls and produced conditions gen- 
erally favorable for picking -and 
ginning; there were some local re- 
ports of continued boll rotting. 
In Oklahomi warm ry weather 
favored rapid opening, with pick- 
ing and ginning advancing satis- 
factorily, though continued dryness 
especially in the west, has been un- 
favorable with the general condi- 
tion of the crop spotted. In Texas 
spotttdness Is also noted with con- 
dition ranging from poor In the 
south to very good in parts of the 
north and some deterioration in 
northern districts because of shed- 
ding and root rot; picking and gin- 
ning made mostly good advance.

TO SCIENCE FOR PREVENTION 
AND CURE OF COMMON GOITRE 


CHICAGO. Oct. 3. —W 
3)-^- Mrs. 


Ruth Hanna McCormlck's Holsteln 
herd, one of the finest in the mid- 
west, has been 
turned 
over to 
science, seeking a preventive cure 
for common goitre. 
Since July 1,. the herd of Mrs. 
McCormick, republican nominee for 
congressman-at-large, 
have been 
the subject of experiments con- 
ducted under the direction of Prof. 
George W. Cavanaugh, head of the 
department of chemistry at Cor- 
nell university. 
By, feeding powdered seaweed to 
the cows the scientists have pro- 
duced milk with ah iodine content 
sufficient to serve as a preventive 
and possibly 
a cure for goitre, 
Prof. Cavanaugh announced. 
Prior to the tests the milk from 


the McCormick herd was free of 
Iodine. After the experiment had 
progressed several weeks the milk 
was found to contain 306 parts of 
iodine in a mllion. 
The seaweed was mixed with 
regular feed. Samples of the iodiz- 
ed milk were found to retain their 
flavor and food quality. The iodine 
content was said to be more (than 
sufficient, doctors declaring that a 
minimum of from 150 to 200 parts 
of iodine in a billion is necessary 
to make milk effective as a goitre 
preventive.

Ga.: 
"Told governor my position re- 
mains unchanged. Cannot consent 
to be a candidate in fairness to my 
family and myself." 
The Associated Press telegraph- 


ed Mr. Roosevelt early this morn- 
ing and his reply 
was received 
shortly before noon, Central time, 
and a few minutes later a second 
message was received from him, 
saving: 
"Sincerelv hope convention 
in 
Rochester will understand and re- 
spect my oft-repeated statement." 
When Mr. Roqsevelt was first 


approached by New York Demo- 
cratic leaders last weeK he told 
them he had two reasons for not 
accepting the nomination: First, 
that he felt he could do Governor 
Smith more good in the campaign 
by speaking in cities where he had 
previous acquaintance because of 
his service in the Wilson cabinet; 
and second, that the state of his 
heal", would not permit. 
Mr. Roosevelt came to Georgia 


two weeks a.eo to consult doctors of 
the Georeia Warm Springs Foun- 
dation.

Everybody has heard of "the 
even Wonders 
of the World," 
ough few persons 
can name 
em. High In the list was the gor- 
Temple of Diana at Ephesus, 


of the manv-breasted god- 


fertility; "whom all Asia 
ind the world w,orshippeth." So 
/ecure seemed the fame of the 
leinple. and so deeply rooted the 
Worship of Diana, that whn Deme. 
HUB led a riot aeatnst the Chrls- 
ian missionary. Paul, he wasscof- 
ed at by the town clerk for im- 
plying that the fame and follow- 
ing of Diana could b« impaired, 
If anything in the world seemed 
lure. Jt was this sumptuous tem- 
le^and the jewelled goddess whom 


enshrined. 
The 
magnificent 


i - 


. was also used as a civic 


treasure hpuse. protected by 
the 
lanctity of Diana. Her cult was 
the established church of the day, 
4H that popular favor and official 
ianctlon could afford in the way 
»f prestige belonged to this famous 
mage. We may fairly say that 
-he worship of Diana embodied the 
Ipirit of paganism, which .apostolic 
Christianity confronted. The strug- 
gle at Ephesus-between idolatry 
ind the Gosoel was symbolic. 


What a Traveler Finds. 


Now, behold what 
a traveler 


tlnds when he visits the ruins of 
Ephesus. He will not see a trace 
Bf the malestic buildings that were 
the Temple of Diana; unless he has 
tri archaeologist's help, he cannot 
find even the site thereof. And in 
all the world there remains today 
not a 
worshipper of Diana. 


. 


Her cult is even deader than her 
temple. 
Both have passed away 


forever; whereas the i^spel that 
Paul preached rides on "conquer- 
ing, and still to conquer." A more 
dramatic contrast cannot be im- 
agined. This sort of long look at 
Christianity's progress gives a viv- 
id sense of Christian imperialism. 


In the ruins of thi city of Ephe- 
sus itself the visitor may nee many 
Christian 
memorials; 
especially 


"the Double Church of St. John," 
where the great ecumenical con- 
ferences of Christendom were held. 
For this proud pagan city of Ephe- 
•us soon became, and for several 
centuries remained, the Christian 
capital'of the East. 


No city had better right. In ad- 


dition to its historic and commer- 
cial importance, it was hallowed by 
memories of the apostles. 
As I 
have sat in the old theatre, musing 
upon the throaty mob which there 
once howled for the 
life of the 
tent maker missionary, Paul of 
Tarsus. I have had new visions of 
"ttie conauering power of Truth. 


The streets of the excavated city 
also appeal to one. Here walked 
St. John, perhaps 
with Mother 


Mary on, his arm. Here Luke and 
Timothy and Anollos. and a large 
group of the associates of the apos- 
tles, went their ministering way. 
For mjre than two years 
Paul 
dwelt in this teeming, prosperous 
Ephesus, and learned to know its 
streets and its baths and Its tem- 
ples and palaces and Its library and 
"> imposing harbor. Old Ephesus 
•trangely .moves the traveler who 
loves the IlvIne Book. 


The Impact of Man. 


; Paul's presence in Ephesus 
re- 


minas us tnat neighbors are the 
most valuable real 
estate asseti 
The sort of people who live in a 
communitv are the first factor in 
determining property prices. The 
weakness of most of the real es- 
tate subdivision projects is that 
they cannot guarantee the sort of 
neighbors one will have; and un- 
desirable 
neighbors 
represent, 


among other things, a sure finan- 
cial loss. The most important fact 
about the great city of Ephesus 
at this period was. not the volume 
of trade done, or the growth of the 
population, but simply that Paul, 
the Christian missionary, had tak* 
en up his abode there. Therein lay 
more of destiny for Ephesus than 
came bv the fleets of merchant 
ship in the harbor, or by the over- 
land caravans from mid-Asia. 


Essentially, the Christlan-is one 


whose life Christ uses to change 
things. Every home, every neigh- 
borhood, everv nation is better for 
the Christians in it 
Paul's 
in- 


fluence in Ephesus expressed itself 
in 
many ways. 
He 
definitely 


sought avenues for the imparta- 
tion of the Christian message. For 
three months he taught in the syn- 
agogue, until conditions became in- 
tolerable. Then he called out his, 
group and held meetings in the 
hall of Tvrannus. Here he touch- 
ed visitors from all the provinces 
of Asia. 


It is worth considering that Paul 


alwavs built upon existing founda- 
tions. Thus, his custom was 
to 


make his first accroach to 
the 


Jews throusr the synagagues. 
In 


Ephesus, too, he found a group of 
the disciples of John; these he car- 
ried on to fuller knowledge 
and 


Christian fellowship. 


A Citv of Magic. 


"Ifphesian letters," or amulets, 
were famous. Masric always made 
a peculiar appeal to the Jews and 
to the Orient. Josechus tells that 
Solomon bequeathed certain words 
of incantation and exorcism. Down 
in- Babylonia I once got some He- 
brew incantation bowls, which are 
now In the Yale Museum. On the 
same trio I saw a professional 
magic worker 
pronouncing his 
spells upon a house in the village 
near Babvlon. auite as recorded 
two thousand vears ago. The East 
Is full of fortune tellers. In Ephe- 
sus, as elsewhere, Paul not only 
opposed this use of magic, but he 
also converted the' magacians; so 
that they gave up their calling and 
publicly burned their manuscripts, 
to the value of about ten thousand 
dollars. 


In our day. when Christianity 
may be practiced in any honorable 
employment, we have little under- 
standing of. the price 
paid by 
heathen converts for their dtsciple- 
ship to Jesus. The change of faith 
often cost a chancre of employment 
and relationship, as well as 
a 
change of life. 


And life itself was changed. This 
is the marvel of marvels, revealed 
by a study of the life and letters of 
Paul. Place the Letter to the Ephe- 
sians against the background of 
the pagan city of Ephesus, whose 
Temple of Diana was one of the 
"Seven Wonders of the World," and 
the transformation becomes clear. 
These out-of-heathenism converts 
were the recipients 
of this pro-
